A  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  ]jrobably  born  in 
Cheshire,  England,  about  1630  to  1G40.  By  tradition  he 
married  Catliarine,  daughter  of  Henry  Coruisli,  High  Sheriff 
of  London,  who  was  executed  (unjustly)  during  the  reign  of 
James  H,  October  2'.]d,  ICSo. 

Valentine  IT.  came  to  Ameiica  Avith  William  Penn  in  1C83 
with  his  fumily.  lie  settled  in  Xew  Castle  County,  (now) 
Delaware,  and  tilled  many  prominent  i)ositions  in  the  colony. 
He  was  still  living  in  1710.  No  record  of  his  death  has  been 
found.  His  wife  Ann  died  Slh  month  ITllj,  lOli?,  and  w;.3 
buried  at  New  Ark  Monthly  IMeeting.  This  is  probably  ;i 
wife  by  a  second  marriage,  her  maiden  naine  was  Ann  Cal- 
vert.

Col.  Henry  Hollingsworth  was  an  enterprising  sind  patriotic 
citizen.  He  was  elected  lieutenant-colonel  of  the  Elk  Battal- 
ion in  177G.  He  served  during  the  campaign  under  Wash- 
ington, and  was  desperately  wounded  in  the  throat  by  a 
musket  ball.  In  177G  he  entered  into  a  contract  to  furnish  a 
lot  of  gun  barrels  and  bayonets  for  the  use  of  the  army.  He 
was  appointed  in  1778  one  of  the  superintendents  for  the 
purchase  of  Hour,  cattle  and  supplies  for  the  army,  and  was' 
frequently  engaged  by  the  Governors  of  this  and  other  States, 
and  by  the  officers  of  the  army,  for  means  of  transportation 
for  the  army  during  the  war.

Levi  Hollingsworth,  tlie  fifth  and  youngest  son,  was  a  man 
of  energy,  industry  and  decision  of  character,  the  finiily  con- 
sidered him  the  most  perfect  of  the  name.  At  tlie  age  of 
eighteen  he  was  captain  of  a  sloop  and  delivered  large  quan- 
tities of  flour,  and  sold  it  in  Philadelpliia.  Afterward,  as  a 
partner  witli  his  father,  they  entered  largely  into  the  business. 
He  removed  to  Philadeli)hia  afterward,  and  continued  the 
business  until  tlie  war.  He  was  elected  Captain  of  the  First
